It is not the purpose of this brief arti- 


cle to present anything technical on tho 
philosophy of rains and storms, but the 
itato of tho weather which Fresno njid 
thu whole Pacific coast has experi- 
enced this Eoas-ou may render a few sim- 
ple remarks not altogether out of place. 


Science has no explanation to offer of 


why there ia more rain one year than 
another. 
Perhaps the most akillful 


weather obsBrvuru cannot tell four days 
ahead what to expect 
These observers 


deacribo very accurately what to expect 
for a few honra in advance. They do it 
just aa a man might announce that a 
band of shuep would puna a given point 
when ho saw them in tho distance com- 
ing down the road. The observers, by 
using the telegraph, learn that a storm 
is approaching, nnd from the direction 
in which it ia moving, and Its speed, 
they can calulate what points it will 
rsach and when it will arrive. There ia 
nothing mystnrioua or hard to under- 
stand aOout thia. 


The changes of the moon havo some 


effect upon tho clouds and watera of tho 
earth, but not enough to baae any cer- 
tain calculations upon. This ia evident 
from the fact that in California tho 
weather is dry all Bummer, although the 
moon changes just the same. 
It is not posaible to fortoll a storm on 


the Pacific coast BO long in advance, aa 
in the more central and eastern por- 
tions of the United States. This is true 
in moat of cusee, at least. Thu reason ia 
that stonne generally move in from tho 
ocean and they aro altnoat upon tho 
coaat before they aro discovered. In tho 
east they paas over land many hundred 
tniloa, and the telegraph givoa notice of 
their approach with the greatest ac- 
curacy. 


IB thia part of the San Joaquin val- 


ley, and over most of the coaat, a wind 
from the south during tho winter ia 
almoat certain to bring rain. Yet tho 
rain itself does not come from tho south 
in tho majority of cases. In nearly 
every instance the storm is lirst heard 
of in Oregon, Washington or Ilritiah 
Columbia. About that timo the wind 
begins to blow from the eouth here in 
Fresno

This is the uamil history of etormn 


that reach Fresno. After tho firat and 
hardest rain is pnat, ahowers may come 
from any quarter. 
When a general 


utorm ia approaching, clouds thicken 
and pilo up along the northern horizon. 
A few weeka ago it r<>ined in thin city 
several hour*i while tho clear aky could 
bo aeon in tho south; but the rain 
reached that point finally. 


Thu popular belief that thu south 


wind brings tho rain is ;t mistake. The 
rain brings the south wind. Tho wind 
blown toward a storm, not from it. Hut 
this BtiUement might mialoiul if left 
without further explanation 
Tho light- 


eat air preatmrH within a givun area is 
tho titorm center for that urea. The 
barometer indicates the pressure. Wind 
always blows toward the low barometer; 
never toward the high—for tho same 
reason tliat water always flowa down 
hill and never up. A fuw morniiuis ago 
tho barometer in i'resno fell vury low. 
A high wind and a dronchiug rain cumu 
boon. A general atorm has u center 
large enough to caueo winds to blow to- 
ward it for 1000 niilca. Thia ia why tho 
south wind Hprings up when a btonn 
atarte down through Oregnn. Therouro 
often local winds, shifting about, inde- 
pendent of tho general movements. 


It WIIB said in a former paragraph of 


this articlo that tho south wind <loi>a not 
•ring rain. That is true in theordiniiry 
onse of thu expression; and yet thu 
louth winds do bring rain in a curtain 
vay. When they blow north they aro 
aden with moisture, although not n. 
cloud may ho visiblo. They meet the 
storm approaching, and tho invisible 
vopor, meuting a colder current, con- 
lenses into clouds, and thoso are the 
clouds which ono may see banking up 
iguinsb the north aa tho atorm ap- 
iroaches. 


yometimes tho telegraph announces 


that a storm is coming, but it never ,_ 
icrc. That is becauso it takoa another 
road, nnd moat probably crosses the 


Winds that blow from a warm to a 


cold region aro liable to produce rain. 
Those which blow from a cold to a warm 
never do. Tho wind from tho couth 
nects the cold air of tho north, and rain 
remilta. Tho cold north winds, coming 
nto a wanner climate bring no rain, 
Js well known to the wheat farmer who 
Sfiea his crop dry up in the north wind 
of April and M*y. 


More rain falls on the mountains than 


on the plains because thu mountain! 
arc colder. There has probably not 
jeen a day for six weeka when rain or 
mow has not visited the Sierras euat of 
Fresno. This ia because a range of 
mountains is a perpetual atorm center, 
Tuat ia, when winds strike them the 
coldness of the air over tho mountains 


(lenses the vaper in the winds and 


sends it down as r«tin or anow. Even in 
lumtner clouds often hang over tho 
Sierras, the condensed vauer of tho 
winds which strike the cold highlands. 
There is no placo in the world, perhaps,

Iu the larger citioa, whoro shade trees 


MO Jew ami Mattering, nlortrio liglita 
seem to havo no visible effect upon their 
foliage. In tbo towns and villages, 
liowevor, many of which havo thoir oleo- 
trio light ujBtomB, tho effect ia very no- 
ticeable, tho leaves appearing as though 
they had been subjccujd to the blight- 
ing breath of n harmattun. The question 
was recently discussed at a meeting of 
the eastern aborionlturists, tho conclu- 
sion boing that trees ufad .darkness in 
order that they may sleep, and that be- 
ing continually kopfc awake and active 
thoy have been worn out and made 
prematurely old by tho action of tho 
light That this is probably tho correct 
solution of tho mystery of tho drooping 
leaves may bo judged from tho fact that 
similar trees in tho1 neighborhood of 
those affected, though not exposed to 
tho illumination, still retain their color 
and ooom bright and strong.— St. Louis 
Republic.
